IN RE: A parcel of land located in the Northeast One-Quarter of

WHEREAS, in a special public hearing held October 2, 1978, the 
City Plan Commission gave a do pass recommendation to zoning 
map amendment Z-78-09-12 subject, however, to Owners providing 
a covenant to run with the land with regard to a curb cut or 
access to the Coldwater Road, which abuts the real estate on 
the East. 

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises the Owners do 
hereby covenant and agree with the City of Fort Wayne, an Indiana 
Municipal Corporation, by and through its City Plan Commission as 
follows: 


Should a parcel to the South of the Real Estate 
be submitted for commercial development, 
development under the interchange access symbol 
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at the corner of Washington Center and Coldwater 
Roads, or rezoning, with such parcel requiring 
access to Coldwater Road through a curb cut, or 
driveway access or both, then, in that event, 
the Owners for themselves, their successors and 
assigns of the Real Estate do hereby covenant 
and agree that if the curb cut or access from 
Coldwater Road serving the Real Estate is not 
located along the South boundary of the Real 
Estate, abutting the parcel to the South, that 
it will be moved so that one common curb cut 
can be shared with the Real Estate and the 
parcel abutting to the South. 


It is the intent of the parties that this covenant shall not require 
the Owners of the Real Estate to establish their initial curb cut and 
access drive along the South boundary of the Real Estate inasmuch as 
there are utility poles presently located there, however, it is the
